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alley or public ground or from any cause, for which
the city would be liable; and such insufficiency, want
of repair, defect or incumbrance or other cause of
such injury or damage, shall arise from, or be pro-
duced or caused by the wrong, neglect of duty, de-
fault or negligence of any person or corporation, such
Ferson or corporation, so guilty of such wrong, neg-
ect of duty, default or negligence, shall be primarily
liable for all damages for such injury and the person
sustaining such damages shall have a right to sue for
and recover the same against such person or corpora-
tion in any court having jurisdiction thereof, and the
said city shall not be ﬁable therefor until all legal
remedies shall have been exhausted to collect such
damages from such person or corporation.

Secrion 5. All acts and parts of acts which contra-
vene the provisions of this act are hereby repealed.

Section 6. This act shall be considered a public act,
and shall take effect and be in force from and after its
passage and publication.

CHAPTER 103.
[Published March 7, 1876.]
AN ACT to incorporate the city of Platteville.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

CHAPTER 1.

CITY OF PLATTEVILLE—ITR CORPORATE POWERS.
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Sectron 1. All that district of country in the county Corporate pow-

of Grant hereinafter described, shall be a city, by the **

name of Platteville, and the people now inhabiting,
and those who shall inhabit said district, shall be a
municipal corporation, by the name of the city of
Platteville, and shall have the general powers possess-
ed by munjcipal corporations, at common law, and in
addition thereto, shall have and possess the powers
hereinafter specifieally granted, and the authorities
thereof shall have perpetual succession, and shall be
capable of contracting and being contracted with,
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suing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded,
in al% courts of law and equity, and shall have a com-
mon seal, and may change and alter the same at
pleasure.

CITY BOUNDARIZS,

Secrion 2. All the territory within Grant county
described as follows, to-wit: the southeast quarter of
section nine (9), the south half of section ten (10),
the southwest quarter of section eleven (11), the
west half’ of section fourteen (14), all of section fif-
teen (15,) and the east half of section sixteen (16), in
town three (3) north of range one (1), west of the
4th principal meridian, shall be included in and con-
stitute the city of Platteville; provided, that the
question of the adoption of this act as a charter of
such city, shall be submitted to the electors of such
territory before such charter shall be in force. For
the purpose of determining such question. the quali-
fied electors residing in such territory shall meet on
the 4th Tuesday in March, A. D. 1876, at ten o’clock
in the forenoon of that day, at such place as shall be
designated by the president and trustecs of the vil-
lage of Platteville, and vote by ballot upon such
qﬁxestion. The president and trustees of said village
shall designate three of their number to actas in-
spectors of such election. Such inspectors shall give
notice of said election by posting notices thercot in
at least three public places in such territory, at least
five days previous to the day of election. Such notice
shall state the time, place. and that the ohject of such
election will be to determine the question of the ac-
ceptance of this charter. The said inspectors shall
also appoint a clerk of said election. At such meet-
ing the polls shall open at ten o’clock in the forenoon
and continue open until four o’clock in the afternoon,
when they shalr be closed. All laws of this state appli-
cable to the election of town officers shallapply to and
§overn such meeting and all proceedings thereat so

ar as the same may be applicable and are consisteat
with this act. Every elector residing in said terri-
tory and qualified to vote at town -meetings in the
town in which said territory is situated, may vote at
such meeting by, a ballot having thereon the word
“yes” or the word “no.” Imiediately after the
closing of the polls, the said inspectors shall proceed
publicly to canvass the votes so taken and to deter-

e
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mine the result of such election. If the majority of
the ballots given at such election shall have thereon
the word ‘ yes,”” the inhabitants of such territory
shall be deemed to have accepted this charter, and
this act shall be in full force. But if a majority of
the votes given at such election shall have on them
the word * no,” the electors residing in such territory -
shall be deemed to have rejected this charter, and this
act shall thereupon be inoperative and void. The
said inspectors shall declare the result of such elec-
tion and canvass, and shall make a return thereof]
and file the same in the office of the clerk of the vil-
lage of Platteville.

WARD BOUNDARIES.

Section 3. All that part of said city, lying east and Ward bounda-
south of a line commencing in the center of the north- ™**
ward continuation of Second street at its intersection
with the northern boundary line of said city, and run-
ning thence southwardly in the center of said Second
street to the center of Pine street, thence westwardly
along the center of Pine street to the center ot Court
House street, thence southwardly along the center of
Court 1lonse street and the Platteville and Dubuque
road to the south line ot said city of Platteville, shall
be and constitutethe East ward. All of that part of said
city lying west and north of the line above described
ghall be and constitute the West ward.

CHAPTER II.

Secrion 1. The elective officers of said city shall be prestive om-
a mayor, three aldermen from each ward, a city treas- oere
surer, a chief of police, and one justice of the peace
for the city at large. All other officers necessary for
the proper management of the affairs of said city,
shall be appointed by the common council at its first
meeting after the annual election.

Sucrion 2. All elective officers except justices of Termsof of-
the peace shall, unless otherwise provided, hold their 8ee-
respective offices for one year, and until their succes-
sors are elected and qualified. Said justices of the
peace shall hold their respective offices for two years,
from and after the first Monday in May sueceeding
their election.
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ANNUAL ELECTIONS.

Section 3. The annual election for ward and city
officers, shall be held on the second Tuesday of April
each year, at such place in each ward as the com-
mon council shall designate; and the polls shall be
kept open from nine o’clock in the forenoon until
sundown; and ten days’ previous notice shall be given
by the common council in some newspaper published
in said city, or by posting written or printed notices
in three public places in each ward of said city, of
the time and place ot holding such election, and of
the ward and city officers to be elected.

Secrion 4. All persons entitled to vote for county
and state officers, shall be entitled to vote for any offi-
cer entitled to be elected under this act, and to hold
any office hereby created; provided, that no person
shall vote, or hold, either by election or appointment,
any city office, unless such person be an actunal resi-
dent of the city and ward where he shall offer his
vote.

Skcrion 5. All elections by the people shall be by
ballot, and a plurality shall constitute an election.
The votes for all elective officers shall be on one bal-
lot, and shall be deposited in one ballot-box. When
two or more candidates for an clective office shall re-
ceive an equal number of vetes for the same office,
the election shall be determined by casting lots in the
presence of the common council, at such time and in
such manner as they shall direct.

Skction 6. The election in said city shall be held
and conducted by the aldermen of each ward, who
shall be the inspectors of elections in their respective
wards, and shall take the usual oath or affirmation as
prescribed in the general laws of this state, to be
taken by the judges and inspectors of elections, and
shall have power to appoint clerks of such elections,
and to administer the necessary oaths; and in case of
the absence of any or all of the aldermen of the ward
at the time for the opening ot the polls, the voters
present shall select some person or persons to act in
their places as inspectors of election. Said elections
shall be held and conducted in the same manner and
under the same penalties, and vacancies in the board
of inspectors thereof filled, as required by the laws
of this state regarding elections.

Skcrion 7. When an election shall be closed, and the
number ot votes for any candidate or person voted for
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shall be counted and ascertained, the said inspectora
shall make a return thereof, stating therein the num-
ber of votes for each person for each and every office,
and shall deliver, or cause to be delivered, such re-
turn to the city clerk within one day after any elec-
tion. The common council, on the fourth day after
such election, shall meet and canvass said returns,
and declare the result as it appears from the same,
and the city clerk shall forthwith give notice to each
person so declared elected of his respective election.

EXPULSION AND REMOVALS.
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SecrioN 8. The commmon council shall have power, power of coun-

cil to remove
from office.

for due cause, to expel any of their own number,
and to remove, for causes, from office, any officer or
agent under the city government, reasonable notice
being first given to the officer or agent complained of,
and opportunity given him to make his defense. The
mayor shall have power to suspend any police officer
or watclunan appointed by the common council when
complained of, until the common council shall take
up his case and dispose of it. He shall also have
ggwer to fill the vacancy thus created for the time

ing.
VACANCIES—WHEN OFFICE DEEMED VACANT.

SectioN 9. Any officer removing from the city, or
any ward officer removing from the ward for which
he was elected, or any officer who shall neglect or re-
fuse for ten days after notice of his election or ap-
pointment, to enter upon the discharge of the duties
of his office, shall be deemed to have vacated his ot-
fice,and the common council shall proceed to fill such
vacancy as herein provided.

VACANCIES—HOW FILLED.

Vacaneies.

Skcrion 10. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the H"ﬁ vacancies

office of mayor, aiderman or justice of the peace, such
vacancy shall be filled by new election, which shall
be ordered by the common council within ten days
after such vacancy shall occur. Any vacancy hap-
pening in any other office, shall be filled by appoint-
ment by the common conncil. The person so elected or
appointed to fill any vacancy, shall hold his oftice and
discharge the duties thereof for the nnexpired term,
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and with the same right, and suhject to the came lia-
bilities as the person whose office he may beappointed
to fill.

SPECIAL ELCTIONS,

Skcrion 11, Special elections to fill vacancies, or
for any other purpose authorized by law, shall be held
and conducte(f Ly the aldermen of each ward, in the
same manner and form, and subject to the same lia-
bilities as general or annual elections, and within
such time as may be prescribed by ordinance.

ELECTION OF ALDERMEN AND SUPERVISORS.

SecrioN 12. There shall be elected at the first elec-
tion under this act, and annually thereafter, three
aldermen for each ward in said city and one super-
visor for each ward, to represent the city in the county
board of supervisors, who shall liold their respective
oftices for one year.

Secrion 13. All the officers of the village of
Platteville now in office shall hold their respective
offices until their successors shall be elected or ap-
pointed and qualified under this act; and the term of
every officer elected under this act, except justices of
the peace, shall commence on the third Tuesday of
April of the year for which he was elected, and shalil,
unless herein otherwise provided, continue for one
year and until his successor is elected and qualified.

Section 14. All the duties herein required of the
common council and aldermen in regard to elections
shall be perfurmed, so far as may be necessary, by
the president and trustees of the village of Platte-
ville, in regard to the first election and the organiza-
tion of the city government nunder this act.

Secrion 15. Should there be a failure by the peo-
ple to elect any officer herein required to be elected,
on the day designated, the common council may or-
der a new election to be held, ten days’ notice of' the
time and place of holding snch election, or any spe-
cial election, first being given.

SectioN 16. The first election of officers under this
act shall be held on the second Tuesday of April,
1876.

Secrion 17. The city clerk and city attorney shall
be appointed by the common council at its first meet-

sodattomey. jno after the annual election.
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CHAPTER III.
OFFICERS’ POWERS AND DUTIES—OATH AND LOND,

Section 1. Every person elected or appointed to
any office under the provisions of this act, except jus-
tices of the peace, shall, before entering upon the du-
ties of his office, take and subseribe the oath of office
prescribed by the constitution of this state, and file
the same, duly certified by the officers taking the
same, with the clerk of the ¢ity. The treasurer, clerk,
chief of police, and such other officers as the common
council may direct, shall each, before entering upon
the duties of his office, execute to the city of Platte-
ville a bond with two or more sureties, the aggregate
ameunt of whose property within this state, above all
their respective debts, liabilities and exemptions, as
shown by their respective aflidavits attached to or in-
dorsed on such bond, shall be at least double the snm
named as penalty in such bond. Said bonds shall
contain such penal sum and such conditions as the
common council shall deem proper, and shall be sub-
ject to the approval of said common council. The
common council may, from time to time, require new
and additiona lbonds, and remove from office any offi-
cer neglecting or refusing to give the same. All of-
ficial bonds executed to the ci ty of Platteville, except
that of the city clerk, shall be filed with and safely
preserved by the city clerk in his office unless the
common councii shall otherwise direct. The bonds
of all officers shall be duly witnessed and recorded in
the office of the city clerk in a book provided for that
purpose. The bond of the city clerk shall be filed
with and recorded by the city treasurer. Transcripts
from the record of such bonds in the office of the city
clerk and treasurer, duly certified by such clerk, or
treasurer, shall be evidence of the due execution and
contents of the bonds so recorded, in case of the
loss of the originals. The justices of the peace shall
qualify as required by the general laws of the state
except as hereinafter provided.

MAYOR—IIS DUTIES.
Secrion 2. The mayor shall preside over the meet-

ings of the common council, but shall have no vote,
except in case of a tie. He shall take care that the
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law of the state and the ordinances of the city are
duly observed and enforced, and that all officers of
the city discharge their respective duties. He shall,
from time to time, give the common council such in-
formation and recommend such measures as he may
deem advantageous to the city. The mayor ghall be
chief executive officer, and head of the police of the
city; and when in his judgment occasion requires, he
may appoint as many special or temporary policemen
as he may deem necessary.

Section 8. The common council shall, after the first
meeting for organization each year-after the annual
election, choose by ballot from their number, a presi-
dent, who, in the absence of the mayor, shall preside
over the meetings of the common council, and in case
of the absence ot the mayor from the city, or his ina-
bility for any reason, to discharge the duties of his
office, the president shall exercise all the powers and
discharge all the duties of the mayor for the time being.
In case of the absence of both the mayor and president
at any meeting of the common council the common
council may choose from their number a president pro
tem., who, for the time being, shall discharge all the
duties of the mayor. The president or president pro
tem., while presiding over the council, or performin
the duties of mayor, shall be styled acting mayor, ang
their acts shall have the same validity and force as if
done by the mayor.

CITY CLERK—HIS DUTIES, ETC.

Secriox 4. The city clerk shall hold his office for
one year and until his successor shall be elected and
qualified. The said clerk shall keep the corporate
seal and all the papers and records of the city, and
keep a full record of the proceedings of the common
council, at whose meetings it shall be his duty to at-
tend. Copies of any ang all books, papers, instru-
ments, or documents duly filed and kept in his office,
and all of the endorsements thereon, and transcripts
from the records of the proceedings of the common
council, dnly certified by him, under the corporate
seal of the city, shall be evidence in all courts in like
manner as theoriginals. He shall draw and counter-
sign all orders on the treasury, in pursuance of any
order or resolution of the common council, and keep
a full and accurate account thereof, and of the fund on
which the eame is drawn, in hooks provided for that

purpose. He shall also keep, in snch manner as the
common council may direct, an accurate account with
the treasurer, and charge him with all sums of money
paid into the treasury. The clerk shall have power
and authority to administer oaths and affirmations.
‘Whenever the clerk shall be absent from any cause,
the common council may appoint a clerk pro
tem., who, for the time being, shall be vested with the
powers and du.ies of the clerk. The clerk shall re-
ceive an annual salary, to be fixed by the common
council, payable quarterly.

CITY ATTORNEY AND DUTIES.

Skcrion 5. The city attorney shall conduct all the
law business of the corporation. e shall, when re-
(ﬁ;’lil‘ed, furnish opinions upon subjects connected with
the welfare of the corporation, submitted to him by
the common council or any of its committees. He
shall keep a docket of all cases to which the city may
be a party in any court of record, in which shall be
briefly entered all steps taken in each cause, which
docket shall be the property of the city, and shall at
all times be open to the inspection of the mayor or
any committee of the common council. It shall also
be the duty of the city attorney to draft all general
ordinances, all bonds, contracts, leases, conveyances
and other instruments of writing that may be required
by the business of the city government, and to per-
form such other duties as may be prescribed by the
charter and ordinances. He shall receive such rea-
sonable compensation as shall be agreed upon for ser-
vices rendered. .

STREET SUPERINTENDENT—HIS DUTIES, ETC.

Skcrion 6. The common council shall also, at their
first meeting for organization, each year after the an-
nual election, choose, by ballot, a street superinten-
dent. The street superintendent shall see that all
ordinances of the city relating to the obstruction and
cleaning of sidewalks, streets, bridges, alleys, public
grounds, reservoirs, gutters, sewers and waters in said
city are duly observed and kept, and to control the
pereons employed thereon. 1e shall have the gener-
al supervision over all work let by contract for the
making, grading, paving, graveling, planking, repair-
ing and cleaning of streets, bridges, alleys, public
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grounds, reservoirs and gutters, unless the common
council shall otherwise direct. Ile shall receive such
compensation 28 the cor*mon council shall determine,
not exceeding two dollars per day.

CITY SURVEYOR—INIS DUTIES.

Secrion 7. The common counecil may, also, at their
first meeting for organization after the annual elec-
tion, or as soon thereafter as convenient, elect a city
survevor, who shall be a practical surveyor and engi-
neer. Ile shall keep his office at some convenient
place within said city, and the common council shall
prescribe his duties and fix his compensation or fees
for any service required of him. All surveys, pro-
files, plans or estimates made by him for the city, or
either of the wards, shall be the property of the city,
and shall be carefully preserved in the office of the
surveyor, open to the inspection of parties interested.
All surveys and estimates made by him shall be re-
corded by him in a book provided and kept for that

purpose.

JUSTICES OF THE PEACE—JURISDICTION, ETC.

Section 8. The justices of the peace elected under
this act, shall have the same jurisdiction and perform
all the duties of justices of the peace, and shall qual-
ify in the same manner as provided by the general
laws of this state, except that their official bonds or
agreements shall be approved by a majority of the
common council. They shall also have exclusivé ju-
risdiction in all cases arising under this act and the
ordinances, resolutions regulations and by-laws passed
by the common council of said city.

TREASURER—IIIS DUTIES.

Secrion 9. The treasurer of said city shall perform
such dutiesand exercisesuch powersas may be required
of him by the ordinances of said city and the laws of
this state. He shall receive all moneys belonging to
the city, and keep an accurate and detailed account
thereof, and of each fund separately, together with
an account of all disbursements, in suitable books to
be provided for that purpose, and in such manner as
the common council shall direct. At the first regu-
lar meeting of the common council in each month he
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shall make a report, stating in detail the receipts and
disbursements in his office since the last preceding
monthly report, an account of the general fund and
of each fund which he is l'equiredg to keep distinet
and separate from other funds in the city treasury;
and also the total receipts and disbursements during
the same time, and the condition of each of said funds
at the date of the report. 1Ile shall disburse none of
the money belonging to any of the funds of the city,
except by an order thereon duly issued by order or
direction of the common council, which ordér shall be
signed by the mayor or acting mayor and counter-
signed by the city clerk, and when paid shall be can-
celed by the treasurer.

Secrion 10. On the first Tuesday of April in each Treasurer to
year the treasurer shall file in the office of the city fle®tatement.
clerk a statement, showing in detail the monthly re-
ceipts and disbursements of the preceding year, an
account of each separate fund, and the condition of
such funds at the date of thereport. He shall receive
such compensation for his services as the common
council may direct.

CHIEF OF POLICE—NIS DUTIES.

SecrioN 11. The chief of police shall attend all Chiefof police.
meetings ot the common council, and shall perform
such duties as shall be prescribed by the common
council for the preservation of the public peace, and
collection of license moneys and fines, and shall re-
ceive such compensation as the said common council
may determine. Ile shall possess all the powers of
constables of towns, within the city limits, and shall
be subject to the same liabilities. He shall execute
and return all writs and processes ;to him directed,
and when necessary, in criminal cases, or for viola-
tion of any ordinances of said city, or law of the
state, may pursue and serve the same in any part of
the state. He shall suppress all riots, disturbances,
and breaches of the peace, and abate all nuisances
therein. He shall apprehend all persons in the act of
committing any offense against any ordinance of said
city,or laws of this state, and within reasonable time
bring such persons before competent authority for
examination, and for such services he shall receive
such fees as are or may be allowed to constables for
like services.

14—Laws.
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OTHER DUTIES MAY BE REQUIRED OF OFFICERS.

Skcriox 12. The common council shall have power
frown time to time to require other and further duties
to be performed by any officer whose duties are herein
grescribed, and to appoint such other officers as may

e necessary to carry into effect the provisions of this
act, and to prescribe their duties and to fix the com-
pensation of all officers elected or appointed. when
they shall not be fixed by law. Such compensation
shall be fixed by resolution or ordinance at the time
the office is created, or as soon as practicable after the
commencement of the municipal year, and shall not
be increased or diminished during the term ot such
officer. The common council shall also have power
to dismiss uny officer appointed Ly them under the

rovisions of this section, at any time when in the
Judgment of said common council the services of such
officer are no longer nceded.

Secrron 13. Immediately after the publication of
notice, ordinance, resolution or by-law, which by this
act is required to be published in any newspaper, the
printer or publisher of such newspaper shall tile with
the city clerk a copy of such publication with his affi-
davit or the aftidavit of his foreman, of the date and
length of time the same has been published; and such
affidavit shall be conclusive evidence of the publica-
tion of such notice, ordinance, resolution or by-law,
and the city clerk shall file and keep the same in his
office; and shall also record the same in a book to be
provided for that purpose, and in case of the loss of
such affidavit, transcripts of such record, duly certi-
fied by such clerk under the seal of the city, shall be
received as evidence the same as the originals.

Skcrron 14. If any person having been an officer
in the city, shall not, within ten days after notifica-
tion and request, deliver to his successor in office all
property, books, papers, and effects belonging to said
city, or pertaining to the office he may have lheld,
he shall forfeit and pay to the use of the city not less
than one hundred doilars, nor more than five hundred
dollars, besides all damages caused by his neglect or
refusal so to deliver, and such successor may recover
the possession of such books, papers, property, and
effects in the manner preseribed by the laws of this
state.

Secrion 15. The mayor, acting mayor, sheriff of
Grant county, and each and every alderman, justice
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of the peace, chief of police, under sheriff and deputy
sheriff of Grant county, constable, policeman, and
watchman, shall be oflicers of the peace, and may
command the peace, and suppress in a summary
manner all rioting and disorderly behavior within the
limits of the city, and for such purpose may com-
mand the assistance of ail bystanders, and if need be
of all citizens and military companies; and if any
person, bystander, military ofticer, or private shall re-
fuse to aid in maintaining the peace w{)len so required,
every such person shall forfeit and pay to said city a
sam of not less than fifty dollars and not more than
one hundred dollars, and in case when the civil power
may be required to suppress riot or disorderly behav-
ior, the superior or senior officer present, in the order
mentioned in this section, shall direct the proceed-

ings.
CHAPTER 1IV.
THE COMMON COUNCIL—ITS SPECIAL DUTIES.

Secrron 1. The mayor and aldermen shall consti-
tute the common council, and the style of all ordi-
nances shall be, The mayor and common council of
the city of Platteville do ordain as follows.”

Secrion 2. The ecommon couneil shall hold their Anpualand
statod meet-

annual meeting in each year on the third Tuesday of
April, and thereafter stated meetings at such times
and places as they shall appoint, and the mayor may
call special meetings, by notice of at least twenty-
four hours, to each of the members, to be served per-
sonally, or left at his usual place of abode, which no-
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tice shall specify the object of the meeting and the .

basiness to be transacted, and no other business shall
come before such meeting. The common council
shall determine the rnles for their own government
and proceedings; provided, such rules are consistent
with the provisions of this act. A majority of the
aldermen elected shall constitute a quorum for the
transaction of business, but a smaller number may
adjourn. Their sessions shall be open and public,
their proceedings shall be recorded in full, and all
their papers and records, and all election returns,
shall be deposited with the city clerk, and the same
may be examined at any time in the presence of the
clerk. The vote of the common council shall, in
all cases, be taken by ayes and noes, and every vote,
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and the vote of each member shall be entered at
length upon the journal. The common council shall
be the judge of the election and qualifications of its
own members, and may punish its members or other
persons present, by fine for disorderly behavior, may
compel the attendance of its members upon its ses-
sions, and may employ the chief of police and police
of said city for that purpose; and may fine or expel
a member for neglecting his duty as such member, or
for unnecessary absence from the sessions of thecom-
mon couneil.

POWERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL.

Secrion 3. The common council shall have the
management and control of the finances, except
schoo%moneys, and of all property of the city, and
shall, in addition to all other powers herein vested in
said common council, have full power and authority
to make, enact, ordain, establish, publish, enforce, al-
ter, modify, amend, and repeal aﬁ such ordinances,
rules, regulations, resolutions, and by-laws for the

overnment and good order of the city of Platteville,
for the suppression of vice, the prevention of crime,
and for the benefit of trade, commerce and health there-
of, and for carrying into cffect the powers vested in
said common council, and to declare and impose penal-
ties, fines or lorfeitures, and to enforce the same
against any person or persons who may violate any
of the provisions of such ordinances, rules, by-
laws and regulations; and such ordinances, rules,
by-laws and regulations are hereby declared to be
and have the force of law; provided, that they
be not repugnant to the constitution and laws of
the United States, or of this state; and for these
purposes the common council shall have power
and authority by ordinance, resolution or by-law:

(1). Toregulategroceries, taverns, victualing houses,
saloons, gardens, and all other places within said eity
where spirituous, vinous, fermented or intoxicating
liquors are sold or given away, and to license, regu-
late and restrain tavern keepers, groceries, keepers of
saloons, victualing houses, or other houses or places
for the dealing in, selling or giving away, spiritous,
vinous, fermented or intoxicating liquors, and to regu-
late and determine the amount to q[)e paid for such
licenses, and to restrain or prohibit any person from
vending, giving away or dealing in spiritous, vinous,
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fermented or intoxicating liquors unless duly licensed
by authority of the common council; provided, that
the amount charged for such license s{all in no case
be less than one.hundred dollars nor more than three
hundred dollars per annum. Such licenses shall not
be granted for a longer term than one year and shall
run from the first day of May; provided, however,
when any such license is applied for and granted after
that date, the same may be granted to expire on the
first day of May following, on the applicant paying
pro rata therefor.

(2). To license, tax, regulate, suppress or prohibit
billiard tabies, pool or bagatelle tables, nine or ten
pin alleys, bowling saloons and ball alleys.

(8). To license, tax, regulate, suppress and prohibit
all exhibitions of common showmen, shows of any
and every kind, concerts or other musical entertain-
ments, exhibitions of natural or artificial curiosities,
caravans, circuses, theatrical performances, and all
other exhibitions and amusements.

(4). To restrain, prohibit, and suppress all descrip-
tion of gambling and fraudulent devices and practi-
ces, and all playing of cards, dice or other games of
chance, and to order and anthorize the seizure and
destruction of all implements used for the purpose of
gamingl.‘

35). o prevent any riot, noise, disturbance or dis-
orderly assemblages, supﬁress and restrain disorderly
houses or groceries, and houses of ill-fame.

(6). To compe] the owner or occupant of any gro-
cery, cellar, tallow-chandler’s shop, soap factory, tan-
nery, stable, barn, privy, sewer or other unwholesome
or nauseous house or place, to cleanse, remove or abate
the same from time to time as often as it may be
necessary for the health, comfort and convenience of
the inhabitants of said city.

(7). To direct the location and management of, and
regulate breweries, tanneries and packing houses; and
to direct the location, management and construction of
and regulate, license, restrain, abate or prohibit with-
in the city limits and the distance of two miles there-
from, distilleries, slanghter-houses, establishments
for steaming or rendering lard, tallow, offal and such
other substances as may or can be rendered, and all
establishments or places where any nauseous, offen-
sive or unwholesome business may be carried on.

(8). To prevent the encumbering of streets, side-
walks, lanes or alleys, with railroad cars, locomotives,

engine or engines, carriages, carts, wagons, sleighs,
sleds or other vehicles, boxes, lumber, wood or any
other materials or substances whatever.

(9). To prevent horse racing, and immodgiate rid-
ing or driving in the streets, and to authorize any
person to stop any person or persons, immoderately
riding or driving, as aforesaid; to prohibit and pun-
ish the abuse of animals, and to compel all persons to
fasten their horses, oxen or other animals attached to
vehicles, or otherwise, while standing or remaining
in any street, alley or public ground.

(10). To license, regulate and restrain the keeping,
removal, conveying, vending and storage, of gun-
powder, and other explosive, combustible and danger-
ous materials.

(11). To regulate and determine the time and places
of bathing and swimming in the waters in and adjoin-
ing said city, and to prevent any obscene or inde-
cent exhibition, exposure or conduct.

(12). To restrain, regulate or prohibit the running
at large of cattle, horses, mules, asses, swine, sheep,
goats, poultry and geese, and to authorize the dis-
training, impounding and sale of the same, for the
penalty incurred and the costs of the proceedings;
and also to impose penalties on the owners of any
such animals, and collect the same for a violation of

‘any ordinance in relation thereto.

(13). To prevent the running at large of dogs, and
to euthorize the destruction of the same in a sum-
mary manner when at large contrary to the ordi-
nance. ’

(14). To prevent any person from bringing, de-
positing or having within said city any putrid carcass,
or other unwholesome substance, and to require the re-
moval of the same by any person who shall have up-
on his premises any such substance, putrid or un-
sound beef, pork, fish, hides, skins, or substance of
any kind, and on his default, to authorize the remo-
val thereof by some competent officer at the expense
of such person or persons.

(15). To make and establish public pounds, pumps,
wells, cisterns and reservoirs, and to provide for the
erection of water works for the supply of water to the
inhabitants of the city and to prevent the unecessary
waste of water. '

(16). To erect lamps, and regulate the lighting
thereof; and to provide for lighting streets, public
grounds and buildings with gas or otherwise.

-~
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(17). To regulate, license and suppress omnibus
drivers, hackmen, coachmen, cabmen, cartmen, dray-
ruen and all others who may pursue like occupations
in said city and to prescribe their compensation.

(18). To restrain and regulate runners and solicit-
ors for cars, railroads, stages, public houses or other
establishments.

(19). To establish and regulate boards of health and
define their powers and duties.

(20). To provide hospitals and cemetery grounds,
regulate the burial of the dead and the return of bills
of mortality, and exempt burial grounds, set apart
for public use from taxation.

(21). To erect or establish one or more pest-houses,
hospitals and dispensaries, and control and regulate
the same.

(22). To regulate, control and prevent the landing
or bringing into the city by railroad cars or other-
wise, of persons sick, or infected with contagious or
infectious diseases or disorders, and to muke such
disposition of such persons as to preserve the health
of the city, aud also to make regulations to prevent
the introdgiction of contagious or infectious diseases
into the city, or their spread therein, and to make
quarantine laws and regulations, and to enforce the
same within the city and not exceeding two miles be-
yond the city limits,

(23). To abate and remove all nuisances under the
ordinances, the laws of the state, or at common law,
and punish the authors thereof by penalties, forfeit-
ures, fines and imprisonment; and to define and to
declare what shall be deemed nuisances, and author-
ize and direct the summary abatement thereot; but
nothing in this act shull be so construned as to oust
any court of its jurisdiction to abate and remove nui-
sances in the streets, or in any other part of the city,
or within its jurisdiction, by indictment, information
or otherwise.

(24). To establish public markets and make rules
and regulations for the government of the same; to
appoint suitable ofticers for overseeing and regulating
such markets, and to restrain all persons from inter-
rupting orinterfering with the due observance of snuch
rules and regulations.

(25). To prevent all persons riding or driving any
horse, ox, mule, cattle or other animal on the side-
walks in said city, or in any way doing any damage
to said sidewalks.
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€26). To prevent the shooting or discharging of fire
arms, or fire crackers, squibs or torpedoes, and to
prevent the exhibition of any fireworks in any situa-
tion which may Dbe considered by the commmon coun-
cil dangerous to the city or any inhabitant or pro-
perty therein or annoying to any citizen thereof.

(27). To restrain and punish vagrants, mendicants,
street beggars and prostitutes, and to restrain drun-
keness or obscenity in the streets or public places, and
to provide for arresting, removing and punishing any
person or persons who may be guilty ot the same.

(28). To regulate and license butchers, butchers”
shops and meat markets, and to regulate, license and
restrain the sale of game, pouitry, fresh meat, vegeta-
bles, fish, butter, eggs and other provisions in the
streets and other pu{{ﬁic grounds of the city, and to
cause the seizure and destruction of tainted or un-
wholesome meat, butter, vegetables, fruit or provi-
sions.

(29). To regulate the place and manner of weighin
and selling hay, and measuring and selling fuel an
lime, and to appoint suitable persons to superintend
and conduct the same. .

(80). To compel the owners and occupants of build-
ings and grounds to remove snow. dirt or rubbish
from the sidewalks, streets or alleys opposite thereto,
and to compel such owner or occupant to remove
from the lot owned or occupied by him, all such sub-
stances as the board of health shall direct, and in his
default, to authorize the removal or destruction there-
of by some officer of the city, at the expense of such
owner or occupants,

(31). To appoint watchmen and policemen, and to
establish and regulate the police of the city and pre-
scribe their duties.

(32). To regulate the times, places and manner of
holding public auctions and vendues.

(33). To tax, license and regulate auctioneers, dis-
tillers, brewers and pawn brokers; and to tax, license,
regulate, restrain or prohibit hawkers and peddlers,
gift book stores, gift concerts and any other gift en-
terprises.

(34). To protect monuments in the city, and to di-
rect and regulate the planting and preservation of
ornamental trees in the streets and u{)rlic grounds.

(85). To provide by ordinance fgr a standard of
weights and measures, and for the punishment of the
use of false weights and meusures.
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(36). To provide for and regulate the construction
of gutters and sewers within said city.

(37). To control, regulate, repair, amend and clear
the streets and alleys, bridges and sidewalks and
crosswalks, and lay out, open, widen, straighten, alter
and vacate streets and alleys, and establish and alter
the grade thereof, and alter or change the name there-
of, and prevent the encumbering of the streets and
alleys in any manner, and protect the same from any
encroachment or injury; and to regulate the manner
of using the streets and pavements in said city, and
protect the same from injury by vehicles used there-
on.

(388). The justices of the peace elected under this
act shall have exclusive jurisdiction in all cases or
actions for the recovery of any penalty, fine or forfeit-
ure under the charter of said city, and all ordinances,
by-laws or police regulations thereof.

(39). The common council shall have power and
authority to control and regulate the streets, alleys
and public grounds in said city, and to remove and
abate any obstructions and encroachments therein.

(40). To regulate or prohibit the keeping of any
lomber yard, hay, straw or fodder, and the placing,
piling, stacking or selling of lumber, hay, straw fod-
der, wood or other combustible material within the
limits of the city.

(41). To provide for the inspection and regulation
of stationary steam engines and boilers.

(42). To authorize the arrest, fine and imprison-
ment as vagrants, of all persons, who, not having vis-
ible means to maintain t{lemselves, and without em-
ployment, idly loitering or rambling about or staying
in groceries, drinking saloons, houses of ill fame or
houses of bad repute, gambling houses, or who shall
be found trespassing in the night time upon the pri-
vate premises of otﬁers, or begging or pllacing them-
selves in the streets or other thoroughfares or public
places to beg or receive alms, also keepers, exhibitors
or visitors at any gaming table or gambling house,
and all persons who go about for the purpose of gam-
ing, or wlfo shall have in their possession any article,
implement or thing used for obtaining money under
false pretenses, or who shall disturb any concert, thea-
tre, or other public entertainment, assembly or place
where public or private schools are held. either week
day or Sunday, or places where religious worship is
held.
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(43). To regulate or prohibit the carrying or wear-
ing Dy any person under his clothing or concealed on
his person, ot any pistol, sling-shot or knuckles,
bowie-knife, dirk-knite or dirk or dagger or any other
dangerous or deadly weapon, and to provide for the
confiscation and sale of any such weapon.

(44). To make, ordain, amend, and repeal all such
ordinances, by-laws, and police regulations, not con-
trary to the constitution of this state, for the good
order and government of the city, which may be nec-
essary or expedient to carry into effect the powers
vested in'the mayor and common council, or any officer
of said city by this act, or which may be vested in
any officer o said city by any ordinance, regulation,
resolution or by-law thereof.

Secriox 4. All laws, ordinances, regulations, reso-
lutions and by-laws shall be passed by the aflirmative
vote of a majority of the common council of said
city, and shall be signed by the mayor, and before
going into effect, shall be published at least once in
some newspaper published in said city, or posted in
three public places in said city; and within fitteen
days thereafter, they shall be recorded by the city
clerk in books provided for that purpose; but before
any of the said laws, ordinances, regulations, resolu-
tions, or by-laws shall be recorded, the publication
thereof shall be proved by the affidavit of the pub-
lisher or foreman of such newspaper, or by the attida-
vit in writing of the officer or person posting the
same, which affidavit shall be recorded therewith, and
at all times and in all courts and places such record
shall be deemed and taken as a suflicient evidence of
the time and manner of such publication or posting;
such reeord of such law, ordinance, regulation, reso-
Iution, or by-law, and the proof of such record, cer-
tified by the city clerk, under the seal of the city, or
any printed books containing the same, purporting
to have been published under the sanction of the
mayor and common council, shall be prima facie evi-
dence of the due passage and publication or posting
of such law, ordinance, regunlation, resolution, or by-
law. No ordinance shall be passed, no appropriation
shall be made, and no act, regulation, resolution, or
order which may create a debt or liability against
said city, or a charge upon any fund thereot, shall be
adopted without a vote in its favor ot a majority of
all the aldermen entitled to seats in the common
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council, which vote in all cases shall be taken by ayes
and noes and duly entered of record.

The common schools of the city of
oo Platteville shall be under the supervision and control
of the school district boards of each district, in the
same manner as i’ this act had not been passed, and
the same relations shall be sustained between said
city and such schools, as near as may be, as between
a township and the schools therein, and the same re-
ciprocal powers and duties.
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CHAPTER VI.
FIRE DEPARTMENT.

Skcrion 1. The common council, for the purpose
of guarding against the calamities of fire, shall have
gower to prescribe the limits within which wooden

uildings, or buildings of other inaterials that shall
not be considered fire-proof, shall not be erected,
placed or repaired, aud to direct that all buildings
within the limits prescribed shall be made or con-
structed of fire-proof materials and to prohibit the
repairing or rebuilding of wooden buildings within
the fire limits, where the same shall have been dam-
aged to the extent of fifty per cent. of the value
thereof, and to prescribe the manner of ascertaining
such damages, and to prescribe penalties for the vio-
lation of any resolution or ordinance passed under
this section.

Secrron 2. The common council shall have power
to prevent the dangerous construction and condition
of chimneys, ﬁre-priaces, hearths, stoves, stove-pipes,
ovens, boilers, and apparatus used in or about any
building, and to cause the same to be removed or
placed in a safe and secure condition, when consid-
ered dangerous; to prevent the deposit of ashes in
unsafe pfaces; to require the inhabitants of the city
to provide as many fire-buckets, and in such manner
and time as they shall prescribe, and to regulate the
use of them in time of fire; to regulate and prevent
the carrying on of manufactures dangerous in caus-
ing or Promoting fires; to regulate and prevent the
use of fire-works and flre-arms; to compel the own-
ers and occupants of buildings to have scuttles in the
roof, and stairs or ladders leading to the same; to
authorize the mayor,aldermen, fire-wardens, and other
officers of the city to keep away from the visinity of
a fire all idle and suspected persons, and to compel
all by-standers to aid in the extinguishment of fires
and in the preservation of property exposed to dan-
ger thereat, and generally to establizh such regula-
tations for the prevention and extinguishment of
fires as the said common council may deem expedi-
ent, and to provide and enforce penalties for the vio-
lation of any resolution, ordinance or regulation
passed under this section.
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Council may Section 3. The common council shall have full
Dororaredre.a power to purchase fire engines, hose, and all other
authorize for- necessary fire apparatus, and to authorize the forma-
compenics.  tion of fire engine, hook and ladder, hose and sack
companies, and to provide for the due and proper
support and regulation of the same, and for cause to
order such companies to be disbanded, and their meet-
ings to be prohibited, and their apparatus to be de-
livered up. Each company shall not exceed seventy
able bodied men, between the ages of eighteen and
fifty years, and may elect its own officers and form its
own by-laws, not inconsistent with thelaws of this state
or the ordinances or regulations of said city, and shall
be formed by voluntary enlistments. Every member
of said companies hereby aunthorized to be formed
shall be exempt from poll tax, and from military ser-
vice except in case of war, insurrection, or invasion,
and from service on juries during the continuance of
such membership; and any person having served for
the term of ten years in either of such companies.
shall be forever thercafter exempt from poll tax and
military and jury duty, except as in cases before men-

tioned.

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in pursuance of this chapter, shall be paid by the city
treasurer to the fire department.

Secrion 7. When any person shall refuse to obey Penaity for dis-
the lawful order of any engineer, foreman, fire war- orders,
den, or alderman of the city, the mayor or chief of
police at any fire, it shall be lawful for the officer giv-
ing such order to arrest, or direct orally the chiet of
police, or any constable or watchman, or any citizen
to arrest such person, and to confine him temporarily
in any safe place, until such fire shall be extin-
ﬁuished, and afterwards within reasonable time shall

ring such person before one of the justices of the
yeace of the city to be dealt with according to
aw, and in the same manner such officer, or any of
them, may arrest, or direct the arrest and confine-
ment of any person at such fire who shall be intoxi-
cated or disorderly; and any person who shall refuse
to arrest or to aid in the arresting any person so re-
fusing shall be liable to such penalty or forfeiture as
the common council shall prescribe, not exceeding
twenty dollars.

Section 8. The common couneil shall have power Sack company.
to organize a sack company, which shall be known
by such name as said company shall select, and shall
consist of not more than thirty members. Such com-
pany shall constitute a part of the fire department,
and at fires shall be subject to the control of the en-
gineers or foremen of the fire department. The mem-
bers of said company, either collectively, or indi-
vidually, are hereby authorized and empowered to act
as a special police in and for the city of Platteville,
and hereby vested with all the power and authority,
which now is, or may hereafter be vested in any po-
lice officer of said city, and shall be entitled to all the
rights and immunities of members of the fire depart-
ment. At fires they shall take charge of all property
which may be exposed or endangered, and shall, as far
#8 it'may be in their power, preserve the same from
injury or destruction. Such company may from time
to time adopt such by-laws as they may deem neces-
sary for its government, not inconsistent with the
laws of this state or the ordinances of said city. The
members thereof shall not be entitled to any com-
pensation for any services rendered in their official
capacity. They shall in case of riot, or other distur-
bances of the peace, have access to all licensed places .
of amusement in the city, and shall perform such
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services as may be necessary for the peace and good
order of the same.

Skcrrox 9. The {reasurer of the fire department
shall receive and pay out all moneys belonging to
said department, and shall secure the faithful per-
formance of his duties by his bond to said city, in
such penal sum as shall be required, and with sure-
ties to be approved by the common council. Such
moneys shall only be paid out on orders signed by
the chief engineer, and countersigned by the secreta-
ry of the.fire department. .

Sectiox 10. There shall be elected by the companies
aforesaid annually, at the annual meetings, one fore-
msn, two assistant foremen, one treasurer, three trus-
tees, and one secretary, who shall, on or before the
first Monday in May in each year, return to the city
clerk a list containing the name of each member of
their respective companies; and when any member of
either of said ecompanies, shall cease to be a member
thereot, by resignation, expulsion or otherwise, no-
tice thereof shall be given to the city clerk.

Secrion 11. The city clerk is hereby required to
keep arecord of the members of the several compa-
nies organized under this chapter, and such record
shall consist of the returns made by the secretaries,
as above prescribed; and no person shall be exempt
from jury duty, unless his name is entered on such
list. In case any member shall, for any cause, cease
to be a member of either of said companies, the clerk
shall note that fact on the list thereof, and shall re-
turn to the clerk of the board of supervisors for the
county of Grant, a list of all persons who are mem-
bers of either or all of said companies exempt from
jury duty, on or before the day now appointed, or
which may be hereafter appointed for the annual
meetings for the said board, and said board shall not
place the names of any such persons on the jury list
for the ensuing year.

case in his possession, with the clerk of the circnit
court for the county of Grant, and such appeal shall
be entered, tried, and determined in the same manner
as actions originally brought in said court, and costs
therein shall be awarded in like manner; provided,
however, that whenever an appeal is takenfrom the al-
lowance madeby said common conncilupon any claim,
and the recovery upon such appeal shall not exceed
the amount allowed by said common council, exclu-
sive of interest upon such allowance, the appellant
shall pay the costs, which shall be deducted from the
amount of the recovery, and when the amount of the
costs exceeds the sum recovered, judgment shall be
rendered against the appellant for the amount of such
excess.

Section 5. No claim or demand whatever shall be
allowed by the common council, unless the same is
verified by the affidavit of the owner thereof or by
some person in his behalf, that the same is just and
that no part thereof has been paid.

CHAPTER VIII

LAYING OUT, WIDENING AND OPENING OF STREETS AND
ALLEYS8 AND TAKING PROIVERTY FOR T’UBLIC PURPOSES,

SectioNy 1. The common council shall have power
to lay out public squares, grounds, streets, and alleys,
and to widen the same as follows: Any ten or more
freeholders residing in the ward, may, by petition,
represent to the common council that it is necessary
to take certain lands within the ward where such pe-
titioners reside for public use, for the purpose of lay-
ing out public squares, grounds, streets or alleys, or
the enlarging or widening of the same, setting forth,
in such petition, the courses and distances, metes and
bounds of the lands proposed to be taken, together
with the names and residences of the owners of such
premises if the same shall be known to such peti-
tioners.

Secrion 2. Such petition shall be filed with the
common council, who shall thereupon cause notice
of such application to be given to the occupant or
occupants of such lands, if any there be, or if any
portion of such lands shall not be in the actual occu-
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pation of any person, then the common council shall
cause such notice, describing as near as may be the
premises proposed to “be taken, to be published in
some newspaper published in said city, three (3)
weeks successively, at least once in each week. Such
notice shall state that, upon a day and hour therein
named, not less than ten (10) days from the service
of said notice, or the expiration of such publication,
as the case may be, application will be made to the
county judge or a cirenit court commissioner, or a
Jjustice of the peace residing in said city, for the ap-
pointment of twelve jurors to view said premises and
determine whether it will be necessary to take the
same for the purpeses specified in said petition, and
to assess the damages eustained by the owner or own-
ers of said lands byreason of the taking of the same,
in case they shall determine it will be necessary to
take such lands for the purpose aforesaid. id
notice shall be issued and signed by the city clerk.

Secrion 3. Upon presentation of such application,
and upon proof of the service or publication of the
notice hereinbefore required, the said judge, court
commissioner or justice of the peace, at the time and
place appointed, shall thereupon ap&)oint twelve rep-
utable freeholders, residents of said city and not resi-
dents of the ward in which said premises may be situ-
ated, nor interested in the result of such ap-
plication. The said judge, court commissioner
or justice of the peace shall thereupon issue his
precept, directed to said jurors, requiring them on
a day and at an hour, in said precept to be named,
not more than ten nor less than five days from the
date of said precept, to meet at the office of some
justice of the peace in said city to qualify as such jur-
ors,and then to view said lands proposed to be taken as
aforesaid, (which said lands shall be-described in said
precept as near as may be), and to report within three
days thereafter, to the common council, whether in their
judgment itis necessary to takesuch lands for thepur-
pose spceified in said petition; and also to report to
said common council the amount of damages sustained
bythe owner or owners of said lands orot any distinct
part thereof, by reason of the taking the same as
aforesaid if they shall determineit is necessary to take
the same for public use as aforesaid.

The said jury shall then proceed in a
body to view the premises in question, and shall hear
such testimony as may be offered by any party in-
terested, which testimony shall be reduced to writing
by one of the jurors, and either juror shall be author-
ized to administer the necessary oaths to the wit-
nesses. After viewing the premises in question, and
hearing such testimony as may be offered, the jurors
shall make a report of their proceedings which shall
be signed by them respectively, and which shall
state whether ini their judgment it is necessary to
take the premises in question for public nse, and if in
their jndgment it is necessary to take said pre-
mises for said public use, then to report and as-
gess the damages to the owner or owners of said
premises or any distinet parts thereof which he or they
may sustain by reason of the taking of the same for
said public nse; should the jurors report that it is
necessary to take the said premises tor public use as
aforesaid and shall assess the damages aforesaid, the
common council upon the receipt ot said report shall
enter an order among its proceedings confirming said
report.

sess the damsges as provided by section seven of this
chapter, shall view and examine the premises proposed
to Le taken and all such other preinises as will in their
judgment be injured or benefited thereby, and after

earing such testimony as they may obtain or be of-
fered by any party interested as before provided, they
shall proceed to make their assessment and to deter-
mine and appraise the value of the real estate so pro-
posed to be taken and the injury arising to the owners
thereof respectively in consequence of the taking
thereof, which shall be awarded to such owners re-
sgectively as damages after makirg due allowance
therefrom for any benefit which such owners may
respectively derive from such improvements. If the
damages to any person be greater than the benefits
received by him, the jury shall strike a balance and
carry thedifference forward to another column, so that
the assessment will show what amount is to be re-
ceived or paid to such owner or owners respectively,
and the difference only shall in any case be payable to
them.

casge of an appeal from such judgment to the supreme
court, the time of the pendency of such appeal shall
not form part of such year.

CITY IMPROVEMENTS AND SPECIAL ASSESSMENT.

Skction 1. Sidewalks shall be constructed, recon-
structed, and repaired, upon the proper established
grade of such width, in such manner, of such mate-
rial and in such time as the common council by ordi-
nance, resolution or order shall direct, by and at the
expense of the owners of any lot or Fiece of ground
in front of which such sidewalk shall be ordered. If
such sidewalk shall not be constructed in the manner
and within the time prescribed, the common council
may cause the same to be done at the expense of the
lot or lots or pieces of ground adjoining such side-
walk, but no sidewalk shall be ordered constructed
unless upon petition of a majority of the resident
owners of lots or lands adjacent to such sidewalk and
a two-thirds vote of the aldermen elect. The con-
tract for the construction of any such sidewalk shall
be let to the lowest bidder and notice shall be given by
publication in some newspaper published in said city,
for at least two weeks (once each week), of the time,
place, and manner of receiving such bids, or by post-
in%)three copies of such notice in three of the most
public places in said city, at least fifteen days before
the date fixed for receiving such bids; provided, that
no such concract shall be let until thirty days after no-
tice shall have been given to such owner or owners, or
their agents if known, of the ordinance, resolution or
order requiring the construction of such sidewalk,
by publication of the same at least two weeksinsome
newspaper published in said city or by a personal
service of a copy thereof upon them.

Secriox 2. Opening, grading, working, graveling,
planking, or paving streets and alleys to the center
thereof shall be chargeable to and payable by the lots
and parts of lots or pieces of ground fronting on such
street or alley, but no street or alley shall be graded,
graveled, planked, or paved unless upon the petition
of a majority of the resident property holders inter-
ested therein and by a two-thirds vote of all the alder-
men elect. The cost and expense of surveying streets,
alleys, sewers, and of estimating work thereon in
the execution of any public improvement, shall be
chargeable to and ayagle by the city. Gutters and
sewers may be orgered by the common council and

countersigned by the city clerk, and shall state the
amount ot work done by such contractor, the nature
thereof, and the description of the lot or parcel of
land upon which the same is chargeable. Said cer-
tificate may be transferred by indorsement, and shall
be a lien upon said lot or parcel of land so chargeable,
from the date of the contract under which said work
was done; and if the amount thereof, with interest
thereon from date at ten per cent. per annum, is not
paid before the time of making out the annual levy
of city taxes in November in each year, by the com-
mon council, such certificate may be filed with the
city clerk, and the common council shall order the
amount thereof to be assessed upon the lots, parts of
lots or pieces of land respectively named and describ-
ed in said certificates as a special tax, and to be col-
lected therefrom, for the benefit of the holder of said
certificate, as other taxes on real estate are collected
under this act. If notice to do the work required
shall have been given as herein required, no informal-
ity or error in the proceedings shall invalidate or viti-
ate such levy and assessment; provided, in no event,
when work is ordered to be done at the expense of
any lot or parcel of land, shall the city be held re-
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sponsible for or cn account thereof, or any proceed-
ings for the collection or payment therefor.

CHAPTER X.
FINANCE AND TAXATION.

f11ioN1. All fundsin the treasury shall be under How moneys

the control of the common council, and shallbe drawn ™ **"
out upon the order of the mayor and clerk, duly au-
thorized by a vote of the common council; and all
orders drawn upon the treasurer shall specify the
purpose for which they were drawn, and shall be pay-
able generally out of any funds in the treasury be-
longing tothe city, nototherwise appropriated. City
orders shall be receivable for all city taxes except
school and special taxes for bridges and school pur-
puses, and except taxes levied for the payment of
judgments againt the city which shall be collected in
money or orders drawn upon such funds respectively;

ovided, that the amounts or proceeds of all orders
which shall be received in payment of taxes shall be
credited to the several and respective funds on ac-
count of which said orders were issued. All orders
shall be payable to the order of the person in whose
favor they may be drawn, and shall be transferable by
endorsement.

Sectron 2. Said city shall constitute one road dis- gighways.
trict in the town of Platteville, and shall be under
the control of the common council, who shall possess
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all the powers, rights and liabilities of commissioners
of highways in the several towns of this state. The
street superintendent shall be ex-officio the overseer
of highways in said city, and shall possess and dis-
charge all the powers, duties, rights, and liabilities of
an overseer of highways therein. The common coun-
cil shall at their first meeting after the annual city
election or at a subsequent meeting proceed and as-
sess the highway tax in the city for the ensuing year,
but said common council shall not extend the time
for assessing such highway tax beyond the second
Monday in May in any year. The city clerk shall,
within three days after the passage of an order or res-
olution by the common council assessing the highway
tax in said city make and file with the town clerk of
the town of Pfatteville a certified copy thereof, and
upon the receipt of said copy it shall be the duty of
said town clerk to make out a tax-list showing the
names of all persons liable to pay highway taxes in
said eity, which lists shall also contain a statement of
all the taxable personal property, and a description
of all lets or parcels of }l)and within said city, with
the value of each lot or parcel set opposite to such
description as the same sl}l)all appear on the assessment
roll, and shall set opgosite to each person and corpo-
ration, and to each description of taxable property
the amount of tax justly c{)largeable to each respect-
ively under the order or resolution of said common
council. The said town clerk shall make duplicates
of said list, one of which lists shall be delivered to
the city clerk for filing in his office, and the other
with the warrant hereinafter provided for attached, to
the street superintendent of said city. Before deliv-
ery of said tax list, the supervisors of said town shall
annex thereto a warrant, signed by them, which shall
be in substance in the following form, viz:

To A. B., street superintendent of thecity of Platte-
ville: You are hereby required to collect from the
several persons and corporations named in the an-
nexed tax list,and from the owners of the real estate de-
scribed therein, the taxes set opposite to such persons,
corporations, and property within the time limited
by law, and to apply the taxes by you collected, and
make due returns as the laws requires.

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Sectiox 3. All highway taxes assessed or payable
on property or persons resident or being within said
city, shall be expended on any and all the highways,
streets, and bridges in said city, but not upon any
sidewalk, crosswaTk or alley.

Section 4. The common council shall have power,
and it is hereby made their duty, in each year, to
levy and assess upon the taxable property in said
city such sum of money as taxes as shall be sufficient
to pay and discharge the outstanding debt of the city,
if any, and its expenses for the current year, after ap-
plying the money derived from ether sources to such
purposes, and no more.

Secrion 5. All taxes raised and collected in the
said eity for the purposes authorized by the last pre-
ceding section, shall be levied and assessed upon the
same kinds of property, real and personal, within
the corporate limits of the said city, as taxes for
town, county, and state purposes are levied and as-
sessed.

Secrion 6. The common council of the said city
shall, on or before the first Monday of November in
each year by resolution to be entered on their records,
determine the amount of such city taxes to be levied
and assessed on the taxable property within the cor-
porate limits of the city for the current year. And
the city clerk shall therenpon on or before the third
Monday of the same month of November in each
year, deliver to the town clerk of the town of Platte-
ville, in which said city is situated, a certified copy,
under his hand and name, and the corporate seal
of said city, of all resolutions of the said common
council determining the amount of taxes to be levied
and assessed for the current year, together with a
concise description of all unpaid certificates of in-
debtedness for special assessments provided for in sec-
tion 6 of chapter 9 of this act, which may or shall be
on file in his office at the date of his said certificate.
Said description shall contain a description of- the
lots, pieces or parcels of land chargeable therewith.

SecrioN 7. The town clerk or other proper officer,
as the case may be, of the town in which said city is
situated, shall assess, apportion, and carry out eaid
city taxes ﬁwo rata according to the dollar valuation
upon all the real and personal property liable there-
for, in a separate column in the tax and assessment
roll and warrant of his town next thereafter issued
and delivered to the town treasurer of his town for
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collection in the same manner as he shall assess, ap-
portion, and carry out town, county, and state taxes.
And if for any reason such city taxes shall not be
assessed, apportioned, and carried out in said next
assessment and tax roll and warrant as herein pro-
vided, it shall and may be assessed, apportioned, car-
ried out, and collected in that of any succeeding year.
The said town clerk or other proper officer aforesaid,
as the case may be, shall assess and carry out in a
separate columnn in the tax and assessment roll and
warrant of his town in each year as aforesaid, all
amounts so as aforesaid returned in each year by said
city clerk as remaining unpaid for special assessments
at the date of said certificate of said city clerk, oppo-
site each lot, tract, piece, or parcel of land properly
chargeable therewith. The said city taxes and said
special assessments shall be in all respects collected
or returned delinquent in the same manner as town,
county, and state taxes are collected by law,and when
collected shall be paid over by any ofticer collecting
or receiving the same to the treasurer of said ecity.
Any officer or other person whoshall neglect or refuse
on demand to pay over any such city taxes or special
assessments, when collected or received by him in any
manner to the said city treasurer,shall be liable to an
action therefor, with twenty per cent. damages to be
added thereto, to be sued for and recovered in the
corporate name of said city, both against such default-
ing officer or other person and his sureties.

Section 8. The town assessor of the town of Platte-
ville, in which said city is sitnated, in assessing the
taxable property in his town, in each yearshall assess
the taxable property, real and personal, within the
corporate limits of the said city in one continuous
part of his assessment roll, and foot up the valuation
of all items of property assessed and valued by him
within said limits.

Sectron 9. The common council shall not have the
power to issue any bonds or other evidences of dcbt,
payable at a day subsequent to the date of the issue
thereof, except in cases specially authorized by law;
nor shall the common council issue in any one year
orders upon the city treasury to an amount greater
than the amount of taxes which may be levied nnder
the provisions of this act; provided, that whenever
it shall be necessary to rebuild or repair bridges, a
gpecial tax may be levied for such purpose, not ex-
ceeding one thousand dollare in any one year, and is-
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sue orders therefor. Said special tax, when so levied
shall be collected at the same time and with other city
taxes.

any valuable contract in force, or any other property
or reward whatever, in consideration that such mem-
ber of the common council or the officer or agent will
vote affirmatively or negafively, or that he will not
vote, or that he will use his interest or influence on
any question, ordinance, resolution, contract, or other
matter or proceeding pending before the common
council, or on which such officer or agent may be
ealled upon to decide or act in any particular man-
ner, such member of the common council, officer or
agent shall be removed from office, and lhis oftice de-
clared vacant by the common council. And both he
and the person or persons offering or paying such
consideration, directly or indirectly, shall be deemned
guilty of felony and on conviction thereof shall be
punished by imprisonment in the state prison for
not more than three years nor less than one year, or
by fine not exceeding three thousand dollars nor less
than three hundred dollars, or by both such fine and
imprisonment at the discretion of the court.
ectioN 4. Whenever any charges of official mis-
conduct shall be preferred against any member of the
common council or any officer of the city, the coun-
cil shall proceed to investigate such charges, and may
compel the attendance of witnesses, and examine the
same under oath. ¢
Section 5. Subpcenas may be issued for the purpose
of procuring the attendance ot witnesses before them.
Each subpcena shall state when and where the wit-
ness is required to attend and testify, and may re-
quire such attendance forthwith or on a future day
named, and the production of books, records, docu-
ments, and papers therein to be designated. All such
subpeenas sha}i)l be signed by the city clerk of said
city, and shall be issned under the seal of said city,
and may be served in the same manner and have the
same force and effect as subpoenas issued out of the
circuit court. Any wilful or corrupt false ewearing
by any witness or person giving testimony before
the said council, on making deposition to any mate-
rial fact relating to the matter under investigation
beforc the said council, shall be deemed guilty
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of perjury, and shall be punished in such manner
as the law directs. The provisions of law in respect
to the attachment of witnesses subpceenaed before a
justice of the peace and compelling the attendance
of such witnesses to appear and testify before them
are lhereby applied to the case of witnesses subpcenaed
before the common council, and the council may ex-
ercise the powers of arrest, fine, and imprisonment
for contempt, vested in the court in such cases.
Writs of attachment and commitment for contempt
shall be signed by the mayor and city clerk and
sealed with the corporate seal of the city.

CIIAPTER XII.
ACTIONS TO RECOVER PENALTIES.

Section 1. All actions brought to recover any pen-
alty or forfeiture under this act or the ordinances, by-
laws or police or health regulations, made in pursu-
ance thereof, shall be brought in tbe corporate name
of the city, and be civil actions. It shall be law-
ful to declare generally in debt for such penalty or
forfeiture, stating the chapter and section of this act
or the sectiun of the ordinance, by-law or regunlation
under which the penalty or forfeiture is claimed, to-
gether with a concise statement of the facts constitut-
1n% the offense. :

ECTION 2. In all prosecutions for the violation of
any of the provisions of this act or any by-law or or-
dinance or regulition, the first process shall be by
summons, unless oath be made for a warrant, as in
cases of tort before justices of the peace under gener-
al statute of the state for the time being.

AN ACT relating to the change of venue in civil cases.

The peopls of the State of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

Any party to a civil action, in any cir- Change of ve-
cuit court of this state, shall be entitled to a change "*
of the place of trial of said action, upon making and
filing his affidavit that he has good reason to believe,
and does believe that he cannot have a fair trial in
gaid action, on account of the prejudice ot the judge.
If such application shall be made for such change of
the place of trial of said action after the case has gousto be
been continued once, or »*ore, it shall only be granted paid sfter con-
upon the terms of paying the costs of the term. No '
costs for the attendance of witnesses shall be in-
cluded in the costs of the term, if a copy of the affi-
davit, upon which the application shall be based,
shall have been served upon the opposite party, with
notice of the intended application, ten days before
the commencement of the term.
